In the Grain Growers’ ‘Guide’ Sylva 
an interesting article on binder twine. 
Dissatisfied with. the ‘high ‘price’ of 
twine the Grain Growers’ Association 
‘for a year past has been investigating’ 
the cause, and as a result has come 
to the conclusion that the American 
binder twine ‘manufacturers have 
created a corner.in the raw materials, 


‘}and established a moéndpoly, This, 


says The Guide, is a serious situation 
for the Western farmer, who has to 
have the twine at any cost, as there 
is nothing to take its place, 

“The Secretary of the Grain Grow- 
ers’ Association,” so we are told, “has 
had the problem under consideration 
for a long time, and last fall he took 
the matter up with some British capil- 
alists and mantfacturers with the ob- 
ject in view of starting a British bin- 
der twine industry in competition with 
the American trust, It was then that 
the investigation of ;the real con- 
dtiions started, but the project had 
to be. dropped, because it was demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the in- 
vestigators that the United States bin- 


‘der twine trust had such an absolute 


monopoly on the necessary raw ma- 
terial that effective competition was 
out of‘the question.” 

‘The Guide adds: “There fs reason 
to hope, however, that the Western 
farmer soon will be independent of 
the American binder twine trust. The 
investigation by the Grain Growers’ 
Association and the British manufac- 
turers resulted in an attempt now 
being made to introduce machinery 
using flax straw instead of the pre. 
sent material. If. this experiment is 
successful it will mean the’ establish- 
ment of a new industry in the Wes- 
tern Canadian Provinces, a big saving 
for the farmer, and, besides, let him 
out of the twine trust’s clutches.” So 
far so good! But while struggling to 
free the. farmer from one American 
combine, the Guide advocates a fisca: 
policy which would enable two or 
three score United States trusts to 
drive competing Canadian industries 
out of business and then advance the 
prices of many necessaries of life at 
their own will all over the Dominion. 


GATTLE AND HOGS 
NEEDED FOR MARKET 


Scarcity and High Price of Meats 
Point to Profitable Opening 
For Our Farmers 


In the high price of meats and the 
scarcity of cattle, sheep and hogs the 
Canadian farmer has a strong incen- 
tive to go in‘for livestock where he 
has not done so before, and to go in 
on a larger scale where he already 
has made a beginning. The population 
is growing far faster than the meat 
supply both in Canada and_ the 
United States and the new American 
tariff will, it now appears, admit 


| Canadian cattle to the States free of 


duty. It would look as though the 
Canadian farmer has. a. profitable 
source of pretty high profits right at 
hand. 

That extensive sections of the West 
appreciate the situation is indi- 
cated by the statement that one 
man has- brought’ 8,000 young 
steers from Mexico, It is said 
that Alberta alone will, have 600,000 
hogs ready for market this year and 
that the Lethbridge district will yield 
‘1,000,000 pounds of wool. There ts 
plenty of room for progress along this 
line, 

Six or sever years ago Canada and 
the United States were both con- 
siderable suppliers of cattle and meat 
to Buropean countries, particularly 
‘Britain, In 1906 Canada exported to 
Britain 148,748 live animals, and the 
United States 414,000. In 1912 Canada 
exported to Britain 6,800 cattle, and 
the United States 89,987, The North 
American countries have dropped out 
of the cattle and meat exporting busl- 
neas on account of their increasing 
home population and an ever diminish- 
ing quantity of stock,

paper, Mr. Norman Lambert, Western 
representative of the Toronto Globe,

accommodation of the increased vol- 
ume of mixed farming products which 
will be marketed in this Province in 
future.

Mr. Motherwell, Minister of Agricul- 
ture. for Saskatchewan, is now talking 
of the establishment of a packing plant 
and abattoir on a co-operative basis, 
similar to that of the elevator and 
creamery companies in Saskatchewan.
